There are a n umber of method s of 
m akin g tubin g, but th« * on e mostly m 
vogue at presen t is what is termed the 
cold d rawn process, an d it isof thisstyle 
of tubin g that all the high grad e m a ­ 
chin es are at presen t bein g mad e. 
The 
machin ery required is pon d erous, an d 
the power required to d raw out a piece 
of steel without heatin g it is an other ex­ 
hibition of the perfection of mod ern m a ­ 
chin ery. 
There are a n umber of variation s to 
tho method employed , on e of w hich con 
sists in takin g a piece of steel in the 
shape of a bar or in got. 
This is bored 
through the cen ter. 
It is then passed 
through a d ie, uft*r which it is heated 
an d treated to a bath in a secret pi epa 
ration which remove* the temper that 
the d rawin g process imparts. This is re 
prated a n umber of times, an d each d ie 
used is smaller than its pred ecessor, with 
the result that the tube grows smaller 
an d lon ger.

The co mmo ns had no such claim, 
but th* y also clapped o n their chapeaux 
rabattus, amid fierce pro tests fro m the 
noble s. 
The revolution m i g h t 
hav e be­ 
g un that day w i t h a s c rim m a g e in the 
k ing 's p resence had he no t remo v ed his 
o w n ‘hut, when all, of course, did the 
same.
